From that time to this it has been my earneſt

Of Kali vitriolatum, vitriolated tartar, I give 
from half a drachm to half an ounce, as above. 

Of kali tartariſatum, ſoluble tartar, J give 
from one drachm to half an ounce, likewiſe as 
above *. . 

Natron præparatum, mineral fixed alkaline 
ſalt. Of natron preparatum I give from ten 
grains to half a drachm, generally ſome time 
after dinner, in four or fix ounces of the decoc- 
tion, No, I. 

In habits where the acid diatheſis, or diſpoſi- 
tion to acidity remarkably prevails, I give the 
natron ſometimes three times in the day, as 
above, 


THE TONIC TREATMENT, 


The tonics which I make uſe of, are, 


1. Preparations of iron. 
2. The Peruvian bark. 


The doſes of the neutral ſalts muſt be ſo managed as 


juſt to keep the body moderately lax, ſeldom to more than 
two ſtools in the twenty-four hours. 
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3. The elixir of vitriol. 
4. Bitters, as colombo root, and extract. cha- 
mæmel. 


Preparations of Iron. 


1. Ferrum vitriolatum, vitriolated iron, falt 
of ſteel. Of this I give from half a grain to five 
or fix grains, diſſolved in from a gill to half a 
pint or more of diſtilled or ſpring water, in the 
morning faſting, and ſometimes at noon. 

2. Vinum ferri, wine of iron. Of this I give 

from one tea- ſpoonful to one table: ſpoonful as 
above. 
3. Rubigo ferri, ruſt of iron. Of this I give 
from three to ten grains in a bolus, or pills twice 
or three times in the day. While the patient 
takes preparations of iron, let his body be kept 
moderately open. 

Cortex Peruvianus, Peruvian bark. Of the 
Peruvian bark, in powder, I give from one 


ter, generally three times in the day in habits 
of great debility. In common caſes, I give it 
but once in the day, before dinner, often in a 
glaſs of red port. I alſo give bark in other 
forms—the watery and vinous infuſions, tincture 
and extract. I give the extract of bark, as in 
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the ele&uary, No. II. and the powder frequent- 
ly, as in No. III. 

Elixir vitrioli. Of the elixir of vitriol J give 
from ten to thirty drops, in a glaſs of water or 
wine, in the morning faſting, and at noon; and 
very often I give it in the bark draught, 

Bitters. See Appendix, No, II. III. 


THE ALTERATIVE TREATMENT, 


The Alteratives which I generally uſe, are pre- 
parations of antimony and mercury. 

Vinum antimonii tartariſati, wine of tartariſed 
antimony. Of this I commonly give from teg 
to ſixty drops, in a cup of the decoction, in wine 
and water, whey, or gruel, at bed- time, often 
adding, if given in the decoction, from one tea- 


ſpoonful to one table- ſpoonful of treacle or me- 
laſſes. 


The preparations of mercury which I com- 
monly uſe, are 


1. Solutio hydrargyr. muriat. No. IV. 


Of this I give from one tea-ſpoonful to four 
tea-ſpoonfuls, in a cup of the decoction, every 
night, or every other night, at bed time, and of- 
ten add ſome treacle to each draught. Of hy- 
drargyr. muriat. thus diſſolved, 1 never give 
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more than one eighth, and generally not more 
than one ſixteenth, of a grain at a time. 
2. Calomelas, calomel. Of this I give from one 


to three grains, with the like quantity of pulvis 
antimonialis, in a pill, at bed- time“. 


ELECTRICITY, 


In Scrofula I uſe electricity in the following 
manner: I inſulate the patient five, ten, fifteen, 
and ſometimes twenty minutes at a time, or till 
a ſenſible glow and perſpiration or gentle ſweat- 
ing come on. In the courſe of this operation I 
take ſparks from indoleat ſwelled glands, 
through ſilk or flannel, or draw the electric fluid 
ſilently off, or ule friction. 

From many inſtances of the diſperſion of 
glandular ſwellings externally, by the application 
of electricity in this way, I have great reaſon to 
hope that it is beneficial in diſeated meſenteric 
glands, and thoſe of other viſcera. 

In very delicate habits, where debility is 
conſiderable, and the ſcrofulous diathefis dif- 
fuſed throughout the ſyſtem, the doſes of the 
medicines, and repetition of them, muſt be 
managed with great nicety and diſcretion. 

The diet ſhould be mild and nouriſhing, and 
conſiſt of milk, vegetables, and the farinacea. 


Tho mercurial alteratives are to be adminiſtered ſo as not 
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to affect the ſalivary glands, 
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If mild freſh animal food, and its more bland 
preparations, as ſimple mutton broth, with 
bread crumbled into it, and the like, agree, 
and particularly if the patient longs for ſuch 
things, he ſhould be indulged. 


In general, excepting ſuch articles as are ma- 
nifeſtly groſs, glutinous, and viſcid, I recom- 
mend a nouriſhing diet, conſiſting of freſh ani- 
mal food, chiefly boiled, and all the variety of 
wholeſome aliments which are light, and yield 
conſiderable nutriment. I allow wine and water 
for common drink at table, and wine unmixed, 
in ſuch moderate quantities as may neither heat 
nor oppreſs. 

The patient ſhould not ger into habits of 
drinking. He ſhould not drink common drink 


but when really thirſty, and even then not a 


large draught. Exceſs in the uſe of watery 
drink debilitates, gives the animal œconomy 
unneceſſary labour, leſſens the tone, contractility 
and vigour of the ſolids, and ultimately tends 
to wear out the vaſcular ſyſtem. 

Patients, even the moſt tender and debili- 
tated, muſt be expoſed in the open air for a 
conſiderable time daily; and if children, unable to 
walk, ſhould be carried in the arms of the nurſe; 
or, young or old, under the ſame unfortunate 
predicament, take air and exerciſe in a carriage. 
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Riding on horſeback, in a fine, dry, ſalubrious 
country air, is always an eſſential thing. 

The cold bath is very uſeful; and where per- 
ſons cannot immerſe the whole body, cold 
water may be poured upon the body, in the form 
of a heavy ſhower, from a garden watering 
pot, if no better machine be at hand. The 
perſon performing this buſineſs ſhould be ele- 
vated conſiderably above the patient. Sea 
bathing is a preferable thing. Thoſe who can- 
not conveniently go to bathe in the ſea, may 
make an artificial ſalt-water, by adding one or 
two ounces of common falt to every gallon of 
freſh water. 


Anomalous Caſes. 


The lymphatic ſyſtem, being particularly 
concerned in the Small Pox, the conglobate or 
lymphatic glands, eſpecially in young ſubjects, 
are often affected after that diſeaſe. neſe 
glands are alſo frequently diſeaſed after the 
Meaſles, eſpecially the bronchial glands.— 
Theſe caſes are to be treated as above; and 
occaſional purging with jalap and calomel is 
beneficial. And in the latter cafe, with cough 
and ſtuffing, I uſe the pectoral medicine. 

Such glandular affections happen in the ſound- 


Eſt habits, both after the pure benign kind of the

Small Pox in the natural way, and after that by 
inoculation with the moſt homogeneous vario- 
lous matter. If, indeed, the matter uſed had been 
taken from a ſuſpicious ſubject, parents very 
reaſonably might entertain doubts; nowithſtand- 
ing, from late ingenious doctrines of ſecretion, a 
concluſion is drawn, that variolous matter, taken 
from a perſon labouring at the ſame time under 
any other diſtemper, will produce no other 
diſeaſe than the ſmall pox ; and that confluent 
matter is juſt as good for the purpoſe of inocu- 
lation, as matter taken from a fine puſtule of the 
diſtinct ſort. However plauſible and true this 
may be, fathers and mothers will ſcarcely be 
prevailed upon to believe it ; and till the affair 
be more clearly aſcertained, I preſume few ſur- 
geons will take pains to perſuade their pa- 
tients that it is ſo. What reaſonable man, 
having the choice of a ſound and unſound per- 
ſon, would prefer or equally value variolous 
matter taken from the latter? If I inoculated 
a child with variolous matter taken from a 
patient labouring at the ſame time under lues ve- 
nerea, I ſhould not think it a miracle if the child 
proved to be infected with the ſiphy litic virus. 


In afſections of the bronchial glands of long 
ſtanding, with, as it were, an habitual hoarſenels, 
wg, wheezing, 
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wheezing, ſtuffing, and cough, originally occa- 
ſioned by inflammation, &c. from cold, and 
always increaſed upon catching a freſh cold, I 
have found nothing more beneficial than the 
pectoral medicine hereafter mentioned ; and in 
groſs, full habits, one detergent pill at bed- 
time, once or twice in the week, with a doſe of 
Sal Glaub. the morning after each pill. Per— 
ſons ſo affected, eſpecially while labouring under 
an aggravation of the complaint from a freſh 
cold, ſhould alſo drink one quart or three pints 
daily of the compound decoction of barley, No. 
VI. or of the compound decoction of ſarſaparilla; 
and occaſionally, if thirſty and feveriſh, ſome of 
the cooling drinks mentioned in the directions 
for the pectoral medicine. 


In affections of the joints, called white ſwel- 
lings, all the plans of internal medicines may be 
tried, with a purgative of calomel and jalap, once 
in the week or fo, at bed-time, and a doſe of Sal 
Glauber. next morning; and in the incipient 
ſtages, eſpecially in that kind of white [Welling 
more manifeſtly rheumatic, the ſwelling ſhould 
be kept pretty conſtantly wet with cloths, ſatu- 
rated with the ſolution or embrocation, No. V. 
Upon failure of this refrigerant diſcuticnt appli- 
cation, uſe rubefacients as bliſters, cataplaſms 
compoſed of the flour of muſtard- ſeed, ſoſt 

ſoap 
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ſoap and oatmeal moiſtened with liniment. ſa- 
pon. ſpirit. camphorat. or ol. camphor, Cata- 
plaſms of tobacco leaves, cut, bruiſed, and 
juſt ſufficiently moiſtened with water. Alſo 
uſe volatile oils, camphorated ſaponaceous lini- 
ments, mercurial ointment, cataplaſms of bruiſed 
cabbage leaves and common ſalt; ol, tere- 
binth. tink, cantharid. ol. palm. laurin. 
liniment. ſapon. ſpirit. camphor. olea blanda, 
&c. uſing with each ointment, liniment, oil, or 
ſpirit, long and continued friction for an hour 
at leaſt. Cupping and ſcarifying, and the appli- 
cation of leeches, may alſo be tried. After 
bathing, fomenting, anointing, and rubbing, 
the joint may be enveloped in a covering of 
loft oiled filk, including a confiderable portion 
of the limb both above and below the affected 
joint; or it may be wrapped up in ſoft flannel, or in 
any freſh, ſoft, pliant, oily, membranaceous cover- 
ing, that is proof againſt tranſpiration of vapour, 
as cauls and ſtomachs of animals ſlaughtered by 
the butchers, ſo as to keep the diſeaſed parts in a 
warm, comfortable, ſweating ſtate ; obſerving ſo 
to ſecure ſuch coverings, both above and below 


the joint, as not to impede cutaneous circu— 
lation. 


On white ſwellings, ſee Mr. Bell's Treatiſe 
upon Ulcers. 


In 
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In white ſwellings inſulate the patient once 
or twice daily; take ſtrong ſparks, and draw off 
the fluid by a wooden point from all parts of 
the ſwelling. In ſome caſes, where matter : 
lodged in the diſeaſed cellular membrane 
points out convenient parts (and even where | : ; 
matter lodged deeper does ſo) for openings, 
apply cauſtics, and introduce ſetons. If the 
diſeaſe be in the knee, the propriety of retain- 
ing the limb in an extended ſituation, 1s left to 
the judgment of che ſurgeon. 
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In uicerations of long ſtanding, affecting the 
bones of the tarſus and metatarſus, the carpus 
and metacarpus, and other bones, the bark 
muſt be given largely in the moſt effectual 
and convenient manner. The diet ſhould be 
nouriſhing, and conſiſt of freſh animal food, | 
milk, vegetables, &c. and port wine. 


The hard, painful, difficult ſwelling, ſitu- : 
ated over the inferior edge of either ſide of | 
the lower jaw, progreſſively inflaming and in- 
creaſing, occaſions frequently ſwellings, and 
hardneſs of the conglobate glands under the ear | 
and upon the ſides of the neck. Such hard | 
tumours of the lower jaw often become ſoft, 
and evidently contain matter which ought to | 
be diſcharged by the lancet or cauſtic, | 


Al 
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At the beginning of ſuch a ſwelling, if the 


| moſt ſuſpicious tooth in the neighbourhood had 

been timely extracted, the ſucceeding diſtreſs 
and miſchief in all probability would have been 
prevented. But it is never too late to remove 
an evil thing. 


In obſtinate glandular ſwellings of the breaſts 


of menſtruating women, and neck of either ſex, 


which are neither ſcirrhous nor cancerous, nor 
truly ſcrofulous, but which may have ſome 
ſiphylitic taint, or other unknown cauſe of ſwel- 
ling and induration, I have found much bene- 


fit and ſatisfaction from the above plans, and 


from a febrifuge detergent pill taken at bed- 
ume once or twice in the week, and by electricity. 

In ſimple indurations and ſwellings of the 
glands of women's breaſts, child-bearing women, 
even of ſome ſtanding, anointing the parts 
with a little mercurial ointment, night and 
morning, having previouſly bathed and foment- 
ed them with infuſions of the herbs commonly 


uſed for ſuch purpoſes, ſoapy warm water, warm 


milk and water, or the ſea water, and the like, 
covering the parts, when they have been ſo 
treated, with ſoft linen and flannel, and taking, 
once or twice in the week, at bed-time, one of 
the above pills, and a doſe of Sal Glauber. the 


following morning, generally performs the cure. 
Glandular 
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Glandular affections, ſcabs, and blotches, 


which certainly proceed from iphylis, are cured | 


by the following means: 


Drink the decoction, to the quantity of a 


quart or three pints daily. Take of the ſiphy- 
litic ſyrup or balſam, No. VII. one table- ſpoon- 
ful, in four, ſix, or eight ounces of the decoc- 
tion, every night at bed- time: and every ſixth 


or eighth morning faſting, take a doſe of Sal 


Glauber. 


The ſame treatment is to be employed in the 
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cure of ſiphylitic ulcers in the throat, noſe, and 


eyes. 


IME TIGI NES, RING - WORMS, TETTERS, 
SCURVY, LEPROSY, &c. 


In ring-worms and tetters, uſe the alterative 
ſyrup or balſam, No. VIII. in the quantity of 
from one tea-{poonful to one table-ſpoonful, in 
a cup of the decoction, every night at bed-time, 
Drink the decoction in the quantity of from 
one to three pints daily, Once in eight or ten 
days take a dole of Sal Glaub. in the morning 
taſting, on the evening of which day omit the 
ſyrup. 

Scabs, blotches, and ulcerations of this kind, 
may be ſyghtly bathed with the ſolution or 

lotion, 
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lotion, No. IX. or may be juſt moiſtened with 
acid. vitriolic. dilut. while under a courſe of 
the medicines. 

Cutaneous diſorders of a ſimilar nature, affect- 
ing the head, face, eyes, eye-laſhes, and other 
parts of the body and extremities, with angry 
pimples which itch and diſcharge an acrid, ſcald- 
ing, watery humour; ſcurfy blotches, tettery 
ulcerations, & c. may be treated thus: 

In the ſpring ſeaſon eſpecially, take the fol- 
lowing alterative drink, in the quantity of from 
one gill to half a pint, morning, noon, and 
night; namely, 

Pour one gallon of the decoction, No. J. 
boiling hot upon two ounces of cream of tartar, 
and four ounces of prepared or crude antimony, 
put into a proper veſſel; and when it has ſtood 
forty-eight hours, ſtrain off the liquor for uſe. 

If the above fail, recourſe may be had to the 
alterative ſyrup, decoction, and ſalts, which will 
perform the cure. 

In ſome caſes, where the humour ſhews itſelf 
in ſmall angry pimples, which itch and dif- 
charge the thin humour as above, the bark and 
elixir of vitriol do great ſervice, 

When ſuch pimples and ſcurfy humour ap- 
pear upon the face chiefly, the repellent coſme- 
tics ſhould never be uſed, unleſs the lady at the 

ſame

fame time ſtrictly purſue the alterative plan: for 
otherwiſe ſuch as are moſt effectual coſmetics, 
containing active chemical ingredients, craftily 
diſguiſed, in removing the humour from the 
face, never fail to drive it into the ſyſtem, where 
it lurks, and ultimately, having taken poſſeſſion 
of eſſential vital organs, often proves fatal. 
Perſons ſubject to periodical eruptions upon 
the face, ought to be aſſured, that nature recurs 
to this method of throwing out of the ſyſtem a 
matter pernicious to health; and that the buſi- 
neſs of the phyſician is not to combat nature, by 


repelling the humour, but to aſſiſt her operation, 


by uſing ſuch means as open the pores and emunc- 
tories, and favour the diſcharge of a matter 
ſo noxious to the conſtitution: ſuch means are 
thoſe medicines commonly called alterants and 
evacuants. 

If ladies would but be pleaſed to conſider how 
much more valuable a bleſſing health isthan beau- 
ty, and how dangerous a thing it is to endeavour 


to fayour and preſerve the latter at the certain 


expence of the former, by uſing repellent coſ- 

metics, which counteract the wiſe intentions of 

nature, it is humbly preſumed they will be 

induced to act with prudence and diſcretion in a 
matter of ſo great importance. 

The peculiar humour, acrimony, or depra- 
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vity of the fluids attending theſe complaints; 
is in many caſes conſtitutional, and not to be 
totally eradicated by any known means, al- 
chough apparently perfectly cured for a time. 
At certain ſeaſons, as the ſpring and autumn, 
the ſcorbutic humour is apt to ſhew itſelf more 
than at other times: and when it happens that 
it does not appear at the uſual time, the perſon's 
health is frequently much deranged : he has 
fchrile complaints, diſordered head, ſtomach, 
bowels, or paius flying about him, like rheuma- 
tiſm and gout : whenever this occurs, the 
perſon ſhould, without delay, have recourſe to 
the ſaline and alterative medicines. 

In ſome luſty men ſuch humours often invade 
the ſcrotum and neighbouring parts, attended 
with heat, itching, watery diſcharge, ſcurf, 
ſcales, ulcerations, and oftentimes little hard 
tumours in the dartos, which ſuppurate. The 
whole ſcrotum is frequently encruſted with ſcabs 

1d ſcales, which cauſing an intolerable itching 
wich heat, are often ſo rubbed off by ſcratching, 
that the parts ſometimes bleed a little, and diſ- 
charge copiouſly the acrid fluid, which dryiug 
again covers the parts as before. When the 
{crotum is cleared of theſe fcuris and ſcabs, by 
bathing or waſhing with warm or cold water, 
and become dry, it often looks like a piece of 
E ſine 


s 


fine fleſh · coloured ſilk, fatin, or ſhining pellucid 
membrane, in folds and wrinkles, pendent and 
flaccid. 

I have obſerved, that perſons of this deſcrip- 
tion are liable to periodical attacks of eryfipelas, 
uſhered in for the moſt part with violent pyrex- 
ia, when ſooner or later the leg, or other part 
of the body, is affected with eryſipelatous in- 
flammation. 

The ſtomach and head ſuffer greatly upon the 
firſt attack of the fever. The nervous and ſangui- 
ferous ſy ſtems are violently deranged. The pulſe is 
hard, full, frequent, and often intermittent. The 
lips, mouth and fauces are dry, clammy and un- 
comfortable. There are rigors ſucceeded by burn- 
ing heat, anxiety, reftleſſneſs, and ſometimes 
delirium. In this caſe, where the patient is 
very plethoric, of high tone and contractility, 
and where the inflammatory diatheſis is power- 


ful, phlebotomy is immediately neceſſary. Soon 


after this operation the patient ſhould take an 
emetic draught conſiſting of one, two, or three 
ounces of vin, 1pecac. or half an ounce, or one 
ounce of vin. antimon. tartarifat. and work 
it off with occaſional draughts of warm water, 
camomile tea, thin gruel, or the like. Then 
the ſtomach being ſettled of its own accord, or 
by ſome cordial anodyne draught, he ſhould 
2 take 
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take faline draughts, draughts of aqua ammo- 
ni acetatæ, or draughts in which the active 
febrifuge is vin. antimon. tartariſat. every hour 


or ſo, till ſweating comes on; and every third, 
fourth, or ſixth hour, in a cup of warm common 
| drink, ſuch a powder as the following:

If the eryſipelas be ſeated in an extremity, as 
the leg, refrigerating, diſcutient embrocations

{and poultices of every kind, and all greaſy ap- 


plications, are improper. Keeping the limbin 


2 comfortable, perſpirable ſtate, will be very 


proper. 

The body ought throughout this diſeaſe to 
be kept lax, but not purged: and when the 
febrile ſymptoms are gone, tonics, with mode- 
rate exerciſe in a carriage, on horſeback, and 
laſtly on foot, in a fine dry air, is adviſable 
daily, 

Such perſons ſhould at all times prevent coſ- 
v eneſs, and more eſpecially ſo at the approach 
of ſpring and winter; and ſhould occaſionally 
© take the alterative ſyrup and drink the decoction. 
N C 2 Waſhing 
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Waſhing the ſcrotum and neighbouring part 
frequently with warm or cold water will be 
always pleaſant and beneficial.

Others take it 
at bed-time only, and drink after it a baſon of 
white-wine whey, gruel, or barley-water, or 
other warm drink, when they go to bed, and try 
to get into a ſweat.

In very ſevere colds of ſome ſtanding, hoarſe- 
neſs, and diſtreſſing coughs, with thirſt and 
fever, threatening death, it is to be taken as 
above, only always at bed-time, in greater quan- 
tity, and mixed in a cup of any drink very mo- 
derately warm not more ſo than milk from the 
cow : then the patient ſhould go to bed, and 
endeavour to ſweat. The diet, in ſuch caſes, 
ſhould conſiſt of milk and vegetables, gruel with 
a little white-wine, ſago, light puddings, weak 
broths, beef tea, baked or roaſted apples, pears, 
&c, Figs are proper. The drink in recent 
caſes ſhould be lemonade and barley water, with 
nitre ; two drachms of nitre to one quart—a 
quarter of a pint at a time; weak Liſbon and 
water, tamarind water, or cream of tartar and 
water. Currant jellies are good.
